FHE STIRLING NEWS-ARGUS 


The Bible Today : 


(By Rey. C. R. Rudd) 

A current news item has called at- 
tention to one of the earlier and most. 
successful Bibles ever translated into 
a primitive tongue. 

Word comes from Hntebbe, Uganda, 
the seat British administration 
there, of the loan of a copy of the 
“biscuit-tin” Bible to a museum, 

The nickname was given because of 
the Bible’s size. It measures three 
inches broad and the same in thick- 
ness. It fitted snugly into a two 
pound biscuit tin so plentiful in that 
part of Africa at the time it was pub- 
lished. Such storage assured protec- 
tion against both white ants and 
mildew. 

The Bible displayed is in the Lugan- 
da language spoken throughout 
Uganda, It was loaned to the museum 
by the present Chief of the Bugunda 
tribe, Mutessa II. The original owner 
was the chief of the tribe at the time 
of its publication in 1897,

The article did not tell 
us how to get the food that is pro- 


duced to the hungry bellies of half of 


the world’s population, which, or so 
i think indicates something of the 
Dlatant heartlessness of our day, Wel 
are prepared to boast of our powers 
yet we fail utterly to use them for 


During the past year, and it is pos- 
sible that it will be true of this year, 
IT have been very much engaged with 
the problem of PRODUCTION, My 
business is to help produce the 
ministers necessary to the life of our 
Church. In this we are failing, falling: 
down badly. Indeed if we were not 
receiving a whole lot of help trom 
other countries across the Atlantic, a 
Jarge number of our Churches, or 
rather a greater number would be 
without a minister, This is not 
peculiar to the United Church of 
Canada. 

And here is the strange thing. Both 
in Canada and the United States of 
America, there are more people at- 
tending Church than in any other 
country. 

To put it bluntly, we have a re- 
ligion that is unable to reproduce 
itself. 

Why is that? 


When I look. at Communism, I see 
it spreading like a prairie fire with all 
its terrible and incalcuable conse= 
quences, Apartheid likewise is driy- 
ing on and driving the majority of. 
human beings in South Africa to a 
State of bitter anger and despair. 
American materialism is of such a 
nature that millions are prepared to 
die for it. Prestly has sO much im- 
moral dynamite about him that he is 
able to send gangs of youngsters off 
their heads and the Christian 
Church — is able only to hide its 
head in shame because it is unable ta 
find in its life enough Divine passion 
to man its pulpits. 

Why? 

In this respect, could this be a New 
Year. That we have in our Churches 
many loyal and loving Christians is 
beyond doubt.

THREAT TO 
CANADIAN FARMERS 


(The Letter-Review) 

Threat to Canadian farmers posed 
by U.S. agricultural surpluses ac- 
cumulated under high price supports 
fnd dumped on world markets does 
not seem likely to lessen in 1957. U.S. 
agriculture department reports that 
total crop production in U.S. in 1956 
was six percent above average for 
base period 1947-49, despite cold, wet 
spring and drought conditions later in 
year. 

Fact is that greater use of fertilizer 
end improved farm technology en- 
abled U.S. farmers to “beat the rap” 
of acreage control. Evidence that this 
is so is found in U.S. agriculture de- 
partment statistics, which show that 
yield per acre of U.S. farms in 1956 
jwas 123 percent of the yield for the 
1947-49 average, and 4 percent above 
the 1955 record of 119 percent. 

Chances are that even U.S. 
culture Secretary Benson's “soil, 
bank” will little ap- 
preciable effect in reducing surplus. 
Real cause of farm surpluses in U.S. 
lies in continued high price supports.

United Farmers 
End Existence As 
Political Party 


The United Farmers of Ontario, 
swept to power in its first election 
88 years ago, defeated in its second 
and never a major political force 
thereafter, Monday, January 7th of- 
ficially ended its existence. 

The only party ever to break the 
Liberal - Conservative monopoly in 
Ontario politics, it has been dormant 
politically for 30 years. The surrend- 
er of its charter Monday made its 
death official. 

Between 1919 and 1923 the UFO was 
in power in Ontario and the reign of 
the party's political amateurs provid- 
ed some of the province’s most color- 
ful political memories as well as some 
pioneering legislation. 

Formed in 1913, it was granted a 
charter in 1914 then was quiet until 
1918 when Ontario and Quebec farm- 
ers marched on Ottawa to protest 
their sons‘ loss of draft exemption, 
Spurred Into Action 

They returned home without gain- 
ing satisfaction from Sir Robert 
Borden’s ‘union government and then, 
launched itself into provincial polities. 

In 1919 the UFO found itself in 
office with E. C. Drury, of Orillia, 
premier, and a hastily-drafted pro- 
gramme, 

Mr. Drury, now 79 and the sheriff 
of Simcoe County, patched a cabinet 
together in 14 days, but only against 
the vigorous intra-party opposition on 
which the UFO eventually foundered.

GRASS SILAGE 
PROVIDES WINTER 
“VITAMIN NEEDS 


The feeding of grass silage to cattle 
and sheep, during the late winter 
months, is particularly helpful in en- 
suring an adequate intake of Vitamin 
A, according to the Animal Husbandry: 
and Nutrition Departments of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 

Grass silage can be made from any 
green crops which ordinarily might be 
made into hay although other green 
crops, such as oats, wheat, soybeans 


and peas, can be used. 


It can be fed to all classes of live-| 


stock, but is especially desirable for 
dairy and beef cattle. A working 
plan is to provide 8 tons of silage for 
each mature cow in the herd. ‘The 
requirements of young stock will be 
met by provision of about one-half 
this amount. This is on the basis of 
about 200 days of silage feeding per 
year. 

For growing stock and breeding 
cows. the liberal use of grass silage, 
fed at the rate of about 3 lbs. of silage 
per 100 pounds of liye weight, will 
prove satisfactory for winter feeding. 
Some dry roughage such as hay or 
straw should always be supplied when 
animals are fed heavily on silage.

STUDY JAM QUALITY 
OF STRAWBERRIES ib 
High quality strawberry jam is 
usually considered to possess a rich 
red colour, a delicate strawberry 
flavour, and a high level of ascorbic 
acid. Studies made by the Horticul- 
ture Division, Experimental Farmg 
Service, indicate that differences 
occur among strawberry varieties as 
to jam-making ‘quality.

The total cost of tolerating one rat 
for a year is around $20.00, and the 
progency of one pair of rats may ex- 
ceed 500 individuals per annum. A 
recent laboratory experiment which 
began with one pair of rats resulted in 
more than 1,500 rodents by the year 
end, says Professor R. H. Ozburn, 
Department of Entomology and Zool- 
ogy, Ontario Agricultural College. 

According to the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Health, the Ontario rat popu- 
lation might be 4,500,000. 

Millions of dollars worth of annual 
loss is caused by rodents in Ontario, 
and their hairy bodies, their feet, and 
their dragging tails, are admirably 


roughly estimated on the following 
basis: if no rats are seen, there are 
probably up to 20 present; if one is 
seen occasionally, you are probably 
harbouring between 20 and 200; if 
you frequently see one or more, the 
chances are that over 200 are on the 
premises. 

There are several methods for con- 
trolling rats, including — trapping, 
poison baits, tracking poisons, poison

Analyzed 


Many of the bicycle accidents which 
cost about 600 American lives yearly 
— two-thirds of them among young- 
eters at 6 to 14 years of age — would 
eliminated if traffic

the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company received by the Health 
League of Canada. 

Common factors in  bicycle-motor 


collisions were reyealed to be these 
dangerous actions: swerving into the 
path of a motor vehicle, coming out 
of a driveway without exercising 
caution, entering a traffic lane behind 
a parked car, and racing with other 
cyclists. 

Some fatal accidents were attribu- 
ted to disregard by the cyclists of 
stop signs or other safety regulations 
at street intersections, and to riding 
in darkness without reflectors or 
lights. 

Loss of control of the bicycle 
through carrying an extra passenger 
or through some mechanical defect — 
for example, a broken pedal or a loose 
front wheel — also was blamed for 
fatalities, 

Much has been done to make child- 
ren aware of the hazards that attend 
cycling, and to teach them safe riding 
habits by the National Safety Council, 
the Bicycle Institute of America, and 
by schools, traffic authorities, and 
other groups, it is noted,

These tests showed that rats and Gas Engine 
mice are a far more serious problem 
than most of us like to believe. They 
also showed the falseness of thinking’ 
that a rat infestation is alw 
sociated with slovenliness. 

These tests were carried out on 57 
farms in Waterloo and Grey Counties. 
Before the tests, many of the farmers’ 
thought they didn’t have any rats at 
all. Most of these farmers are good 
managers, their barns are in good 
condition, free from piles of refuse, 
litter and debris. No rats — or only 
a very few — had been seen around 
the buildings, and a very little rat 
damage has been seen, It seemed un- 
likely that rats or mice could be a 
problem,
